One ship siml; ami aiioilior disiiMed. 
a goveriuueut crowned with dishonor; 
a cemout warehouse bnrned, and two 
iirm.s of drydock contrnctorH ruined. 
Such, buelly, is tiio record. Rvcry 
thing the governniont ha.s toncheil, ev- 
ery interest it has undertaken to for- 
ward — no matter how flourishing — 
the instant, tho fingers of the trio are 
laid upon it, it withers or falls to 
(lust. In no, single, instaue havo the 
governinent been able to score a legiti 
mate success. They laid claim to the 
early construction o£ the Port Moody 
section, but ilates' and facts, unfortu- 
nately for their pretensions, were 
against them and the claim at ln.Ht wa.s 
abandoned. When the session wa.s 
opened they claimed a surplus of rev- 
enue over o.\pendituro;when the ses.sion 
svaa closed, ala.s! the surplus, like ri- 
ches,|had taken wings and hied it.self to 
unknown jjarl.s. A more uidiappy con 
dition of alVair.s could not well be iui 
agined than that assreiated wiili llic 
drydock. A Idight appears to have 
.settled upon all U'ing.s connected with 
that great enterprise. From the letting 
of the contract for the cofferdam down 
to the present moment the government 
R.»em to be absolutely unable to do 
anything in accordance with the simp- 
lest business principles or to act like 
sensible men. No .sooner had they 
.signed a contract in connection with the 
work than a sy.stom of persecution was 
inaugurated (hat wild Indians would 
.scarcely have been guilty of towards 
hereditary foes. In the ease of the sub- 
contractors for the dock it isstntoii as a 
fact that a cabinet minister was known 
to (ipeak de.sparagingly of their finan- 
cial ability to couiiilete the work, ami 
thus injured their credit and hastened 
the catastrophe. The public are al 
ready aware of the insurmountable ob- 
stacles placed by the government in the 
way of the cofferdam contractors, and 
they know that in consequence of tho.se 
obstacles a case which may involve 
the payment|by this government of 
a sum exceeding 840,000 is now before 
arI>it»tors in London for their decision. 
It has been shown that, blindly and stup- 
idly .unaware of the quantity of cement 
required for the construction of the dock, 
the government agreed ti> furni.sli 
8200,000 worth of that very noco.s.^aiy 
article as a free gift to the Canadii\n and 
Imperial Govornmenta; and th.at, without 
notifying either of the subsidizing gnv- 
ernmcnts, the site of tlie dock lias Ijoen 
muved b.ick -13 feet. It has been shnwii, 
also, tliat gross misrepresentations wlmc 
resorted to and that criminal incupacjiy 
Ii.as been exhibited by the governmfiii 
from (irat to last. The able report of the 
drydock committeo establishes this be- 
yond a shadow of a doubt. Previous to 
the fire of Friday the government were 
loft without a leg to stand on. Mistake 
after mistake has been confessed and the 
ill-luck or something worse that has 
dogged the government from the first mo- 
ni'qnt of t'loi'^ 6^'^'®"''° Present 
seems ever on their track. Their evil 
geriins prompted them to place a large 
quantity of cement in storage in Selleck's 
warehouse, and, report states, it whis- 
pered in Dieir ears, "don't throw any 
more money away in insurance." They 
followed the bad advice and tlie ware- 
house burned and the cement was destroy- 
fd. These numerous blunders would bo 
amnsing if tlioy were not positively 
harmful to tho province; if the taxp.iy- 
ur wore not required to foot the bill, and 
If tlio province did not stand in imminent 
danger of. liaving the dock woi'k seized by 
the Canadian fiovoriiment and completed 
at provincial exiienso. There surely 
must come a change after tho general 
election. The country will not renew 
(ho p»)wer of a set "f men who have 
priivcd themselves so utterly unworthy 
the public confidence as the members of 
this government have done.
